I do not think-it can 
be successitilly attacked. I believe they have 
done great good to the people of Georgia. [f they 
have taken sides with the people and against tha 
railroads, jet them complain to tte governor and 
thatisa sufficient reason foraremoval. He has 
the rightto remove them The governor needs 
no hetter reason, neither does the legislature 
than that they sre cppressing the railroads in fa- 
vorof the people. That is their remedy. We 
have never hed a case of appeal from the commis: 
sion up to the legislature, Does this bill pro- 
pose or appeal that any changes shall 
be made in rates? ie that the 
idea’ It must be that—they are proposing to 
change the rate—and how? by making them 
higher—by taking from the pockets of the con- 
sumerand placing it in the pockets of the nen 
Who own these railroads. If that is the obieet I 
am againsiit. Iithisis in favorof the railroads 
alone lam against it. I am in favor of giving 
ihem the richtol appeal. if this body does wrong 
let them make out ideir case and present it to the 
general assembly. The law has been in operation 
Six years Or hearly so, and there is not upon the 
records or journal of elther branch of the legisia- 
ture a single isolated case where they nave 
disegreed, There bas not been one complaint. 
Changed how’ 
hey want it changed 80 the 
courts can fix it. The people of Georgia. in 
adopting tbe constitution of 1677. intended to 
take the matter out of the courts. Justice Woods, 
in treating oi thatin partof his decision ia the 
case, referrei to this question and 
said: ‘it has been the policy of the people of 
Georgia, at lerst since January 1, 1863, to grant uo 
cherter which should not be subieet to revision 
or repeal by the gonerai assembly. Whether wise 
or unwise, this policy has been embodied iu the 
conetiturion of js7;. It was clearly the purpose 
ofthe people inthe adeption of that revision 
of the organic Jaw to keep the charges 
of the railroad companiesof the statein legislative 
control. They were not satistied with the rules 
ef the common law on this subject. The act of 
October 4, 1879, is but the prac- 
tical expression of the will of 
the neople of the state as embodied in the organic 
law.’’ His coustruction of this constitution is 
very diferent from those who favor the bill. 
Whet the people did when they adopted this con: 
stitution at thisconvention, they meant to limit 
the rights of these corporations to the common 
law remedy, they wanted some other remedy. It 
was not merely for the purpose of regulating dis- 


crimination between points, but to regu- 
late freight ‘and =passenger tariff. The 
constitution says regulate. Regulate what? it 


regulatcs not only jreight, but passenger tariff. in 
talking a few deys since witha distinguished gen- 
tleman from Albany. he called my attention to 
the investigation of the committee sent out Dy the 
repate of the United States to investicate this sub- 
jectand makethbeir report. They were not iike 
this little sub committee that was sent out. I 
understood the distinguished chairman to say 
that this subcommittee was appointed by the 


honse and concurred in by both houses 
of the Jegisjature. I thought he was 
incorrect at the time. He appointed the 
commit.ee bimrelf. Thir body never 


asked for anythipg of the kind.

Because the senator from the twenty-fifth has 
invoived the whole broad question in the argu- 
ment which should have been confitied,I think,in 
great measuie toe the question which was imme- 
diately before us. i prepose to answer some of 
the statistical, legal and constitutional points 
medce by the seneior,as for as I can, in the limited 
time that bas been given meto obtain informa: 
tior. In the first place, senators,in calling your 
nitention to one point regarding the Georgin rall- 
road commission, I will say 1 wish to detract 
nothing trom theirirnfiuence, moral, political, or 
othbe:rwiee. I wish to do them full justicein this 
ciscussion. 

He corsidered itthe glory cf that commission 
ibat in nine instances in which cases had been 
trovehbt before them, eight of them had 
been Cecided in fevor of the railroadeg, and be dia- 
payed great elcqnence in conmenting upon their 
action in sdyancing the rates upon classes 0. D, 
ali They had cone so far, he said, as to give 
the railroeds sn increase of twenty-five per cent. 
[think that when you have the real factsofthe 
cese before you it will not appearthat a great ben- 
efit has been bestowed upou the railroads. How 
cid they start out’ Of course these railroads were 
acepsiomed to certain rates which the peoplein 
general have been satisfied with. I stand here 
end declare asi did op another occasion that 

there were Complaints fiom very few with refer- 
ence io charges. If there were overchargés the 
lawallowed them, as it does now, recovery of 
them. The difficulty was not as torates. The 
communities were everywhere satisfied with the 
rater fixed for them by the railroad companies. 
The difficulty was that there were unjust 
Giscrimipations between commuzuiiies. 

Now, what did the commission go in and. do” 
You must understand this to comprehend the 
force of the argument of the senator from the 
iwenty-fifth upon that point. The law says that 
the commission was experimental. 1 repeat,jwhat 
Gidthey Go? Did they take the rates and gradu: 
ally come down tolower rates until they reached 
a potut which they considered jast and re&sone- 
ble lu its working and in its resuits’ Did this 
greet corporete power, fu which was invested the 
(optrel of ro much Of the pruperty uithe state of 
Georgia, slowly anc conservatively decrease the 
rates to what they considered to be a just aud 
reasonable basis? Not at all, But, with one 
sweep of the peu, with one publication of their 
standard ratce, they reduced them from the maxi- 

“yo um to the icwest mitiitrae, oem 

They started below a living “ia order to test 
just how tong the Vitality of the 

railroads eculd exist upon that basie, 
end gradually relented as the breath seemed to be 
leaving the body, givinga little. a little, and a 
littic more untirthep reached what they consid- 
ered to bea justand reasonable 1ate. The rati- 
rouds, with this great power staring them in the 
face, & power whieh involved in its jurisdiction 
ihe interests o; tpe people of Georgia to so large 
rnextent even tothe amount of twelve millions 
of Govars, the railroads, 1 say, through their rep- 
resentatives end trustees, when they went tothe 
commission had to go not appealing for justice 
but for mercy. Because occasionally the rates 
were slow!y raised from the ruinous point from 
which ihey started, we are asked 
Lo give rreat credit to the 
commission. Because the commission gradually 
rniscd the rates froma rninous toa living point, 
biter being sppealed to by therailroads,it is claim- 
«] that thisslows great justice and maegnanimity. 
Vi hen the railroad commission raised these rates 
what was their decision’ 

In every instance where they raised those rates 
they decided that they bave been violating their 
trust end hed been imposiug upon the railroad 
com panics before that time upjust and unreason- 
able rates. 

I assume, for the purposes of this argument, 
that the officers of the commission inteuded to do 
rigbt, and I have the highest respect for their ia- 
telligence and their integrity. Butin every in- 
stence they came up tojustand reasonable rates; 
from rates that were unjust and unureasouable, 

because they raise those rates, 
in that manner it is claimed that 
this was a display of magnuanimity and 

I call the atteution of the senators particularly 
tocne point. Whatis the history of the rages U. 
D. and &? Fora long period oi time they worked 
up from minitonm rates to what were considered 
rates that were just and reasonable. The rail- 
roads were operatiug under the standard tariff 
with reference to classes C. D, and F, for a long 

period of time and the railroad commission under 
ite high powerand anthority hed deciared the 
pates tixed upon classes C.D. and F, to be just 
and reasorable. Now, then, what was done? 
There came about one of these great railroad 
wars bettveen the western trunk lines, running 
from. the great west to New York. There were 
four of those great lines. There was a compe- 


tition between those lines which affected 
our southern ports. The rates were 
£0 cheap on aceount of this war 


that New York, Chicago or any of those large wes- 
tern cities could compete in rates with the rail- 
road systems of Charleston, Savannah or any of 
our const ports. itis well kuown how Gestrne- 
tive are the railroad wars of valuesto public. and 
private interests. Now in order to meet that tem- 
porary war,the railroads of Georgia were appeajed 
to by theirgreat western counecctions to iower 
their rates inorderthat Chicago, St. Louis and 
the other great cities of the west could compete 
with the great trunk lines running from the west 
to New York What didtheralilroad commission 
of Georgia do? Right here isthe death of the 
argument ofthe senator from the tweatyfifth 
upon this poiut. Whatdidthe commission do? 
The railioed commission reduce@a_ C,D and F, 
which bed been running at jnet and reasonable 
rates under their decision, fifty percent. Because 
of this temporery necessity imposed upon them 
by this great railroad war the 
trunk lines bet ween the west and New York, Phil- 
edeiphia, Boston aud Baltimore, the railroad com- 
mitsiun took advantgge of the circumstances acd 
reduced the rates on classes C, D and F fifty per 
cent. Every sepatorin this body remeutbers that 
every railroad cotporation runpuing throug’ or 
into Georgia tinited in an appeal te the ratlroad 
commission, pictesting egainst the great wrong, 
showing how much sapericr were the rates fa 
every other state cf the union to the rates al owed 
ty the railroad commisston of the state of Georgie 
upon C,Dand F. Then what did the ratiroad 
commission do? They raised the rates one half 
their previous reduction, and thus lett them 
iwent) five per cent below what they were origi 
ally eatablished and at which point they were 
copsitdered reasonable and just by the railroad 
commission. They * made the advance 
after being shown tbat the rates upoa 
similar classes in eleven states of this union were 
in edyance of what they were in Georgia, , 
Now, senators, it is very well, you know, just to 
read from a book which has been elaborately pre 
red for a purpose to establishau argumez tupou 
ascubject that you do not comprehend. I have 
shown you that the rates are still tweuty -five 
per cent below what they were originally. and 
there is nothing in the argument that the railroad 
cor mission bave shown great magnanimity t> 
wards the reilroads by advancing the rates twelt- 
+-five per cent. 
Xow, im reference to these — NOS bi 
have been made by these railroad companies, ] 
invoke theattention o! the senators to that o ves- 
tion. I know you are very tired, butan argunient 
vpon this point has been made and it must be 


Pit bes been declare? thata Georgia railroad 
company made fourteen per cent upon 
ibeir investment. That has been iterated and reit 
eratcd by the Georgia railroad commission to 
show whet bas been accomplished in favor of 
railroads.

He was 
replied to overwhelmingly by the last letrer of 
the president of the Centra) railroad, addressed to 
Chairman Colley, and dated July 20ta.i3%) Now, 
S€be@tors, see how this case ix bciag argued by the 
gcotleman from th 25th. He. merely reads ex- 
cerpt# statistical in their character from one side. 
I bope, senators, yon have investigated these 
letters thoreugh} ouraeives. bseause before 
you make up your mind ledecide tits question, 
yOu Ougbtat least to consider all the faets embod- 
ied in these letters where the questions before us 
sreRo ably diseuseed. 

The reports made by the different raliroad com. 
anies to the railroad commission are put upoa 
janks furnished by the commission, and it is 

their own fotmula. I do not think that the s‘ate- 
ment presented here by the railroad commission 
#8 ipgenious as far as figures are concerned. Take 
the Georgia railroad; it is charged by the gentie- 
man from the 25th this morning. that they made 
14 per centon their capital steek, or upon tieir 
investment, Here is what Captain Raoul! says io 
reply to that statement: 

‘The published reporto! the general manager 
of the Georgie 1ailroad forthe year ending March 
31, 1834, was full and explict. The same informa- 
tion, £0 farasyelatcsto earnings aud expenses, 
wes embodied inthe monthly reports, which, iu 
compliance With the law. were furnished tue rail- 
road commission. 

“The so-called analysis of this road's operations, 
submitt®d by Mejor Wallace, confuses thet which 
was stated clearly, and itis even more misieadiog 
than the statement made by him in December, 
1864. He not ouly insists ou 
including the income received from 
other properties asa partoi the net earpings of 
the road, but in his desire toshow that the lessees 
earned over thirteen per cent on the capital stock 
of the company, he deducts the amount expended 
jor improvements, betterments, etc. Why not 
deduct the total expenditure, and say that this 
proeperenvs Corporation earned over thirty two 
per centon ifs capital stock? The expeuses for 
1m provements, viz: new rails, cars, engines, etc , 
were &$ necessary as those incurred for conducting 
its business im other respects. Here, again, 
we followed the prudent pclicy laid down ia the 
decisiou Of the supreme court of the United 
States, which Major Wallace quotes and indorses, 
yetJenores it in discussing the affairs of the roads 
in Georgia. 

‘‘As on @ former occasion, he insists upon con- 
fusing net earnings of the road with income of 
the company, , 

‘Il cannot see how it is possible to state the af- 
more concise: 
ncst—I;know they cannot be statéd with more 
correcthers—than in my former letter. I repeat 
itin part:

“The net earings forthe yeer, ending March 
olst, 1854, amounted to $477,545.32, a sum lew than 
seven per cent, on the capital account.

The Macon and Augusta 
ralroed (how apartof the Georgla.aod which 
arsisied in Contributing to the reperted net earn- 
jDR), WSS Sectiired by the expenditure of $1.169 4f6,- 
j2, Of thisemount. therm of £295 000 is repre 
sented by boncs maturing January Ist, 1887, and 
included in bonded debt already stated. The 
large balance, amounting to the sum of $873,405 - 
12, was charged to the account of profit aud loss, 

“In acquiring this property it would have beea 
entireiy legitimate and proper te have increased 
the capital stock to the extent ofits cost. Thus 
considered, the road would have been capitatizet 
at 7.754.406 12, and its net earnings for the year 
under disenssion wonld have been a fraction less 
than 6 16-100 per cent. on the capital invested. 

“The Walton raiirond is stated by Msior Wal- 
lace to have earned 6 percent. on its stock. Tae 
Walton railrosd paid notbivg on itscapital stock. 
Its net earnings barely paid 6 per cent, on a lignt 
ponded debt. 

The Rome rnailroed is stated by him to tave 
earned 6 per cent on its capital stock. The annual 
report of the road forthe year under discussion 
di-ciotes the following facts :

Again in regard to the uet 
income of the Georgia ratiroad and the state- 
ments, made by Mr.Waliece 1n regard tothat mat- 
ter, 1] willread you Mr, Raoul’s reply ia his first 
letter: 

“Before concluding, i desire to correct one other 
misleading statement. Major Walisce, in his 
eflorts to establish proof thatthe roadsare earn- 
ing sufficient money under the present commis- 
siOver’s rates says: “The Georgia railroad isa 
part of the Ceutral railroad system. The net 
earnings ofthis road during the year just passed, 
are reported at $593 000, an amount equal to about 
14 per cent Upon their capital stock o: 54,200,000,"’ 
‘“No one knows better than Major Wailace the 
distinction between netearnings ofa roadand 
octincome ofacompany. No one knows better 
than be does that to include ali 
the outside itucome of a company in 
a statement intending toshow the net carnings 
of a road, does not convey a correct impression as 
to the revenue deriyed from the operations of 
the road, and this is the point at issue. In all 
fairness, if he felt it vecrrsary to use the opera- 
tions of the Georgia raiircad to lustrate his 
proposition, be should have told you that the 
lessees Of the Georgia railrozd earred upon op- 
crations of road—

I bold iu my hand now a letter 
fot the chairman of the railroad commission, in 
which he declined to gointo an investigation with 
the sub-committee with a view to establishing the 
veracity ef the reports made by the president of 
the Central railroad. fter that investigation i 
can say that the reports of President Raoul, of the 
Central railroad, were correct, and that the Cen- 
tral railread hai] only earned, as he said, upon Ls 
stock 1.18 per cent, and farther, but for tae income 
derived from the Macon and Western railroad and 
other connections, and from that graet navy, tae 
Ocean Steamship company, there never would 
have been any dividend te the stockholders of the 
Central Railroad and Banking company. Instead 
of being a charge and burden, in most instances it 
is from these outside sources, which have been 
established by the wisdom of the great managers, 
that sufficiem income has been derived to make & 
dividend the stockholders. hat did they 
baye this yéar’ A semi-annual dividend of 2 per 


1 mf whetber will get another 2 per cent, 
ne end of the year Lord qniy knows. 
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dividerd would have beeu impossible had Tf 
been for the income of the Central railroad {rot 
the exrnings of these outside sources. Those are 
the resources which Mr. Wallace says area charge 
snd an expense to which the income of the Cea- 
tral railroad hes gone. I tell you, senators, this 
statement is false im every respeet. They canaot 
establish it. But it seems that when you cut off 
one head a thousand more spring up. 
I call attention to the faet 
that this very Tilley casé about which so much 
has been said, proves the statement that I make. 
It called up @ full investigation of the rate put 
upon the Savannah, Western aud Florida ratiroad, 
end the commission decided that so far as any 
income was derived from those rates they woulda t 
even be able to pey their fixed charges aud their 
interest on their bonded debt. That shows you, 
senator, the force of the argument of the mem- 
ber from thetwenty-fiftm. It was proved that this 
magnificent property, the 8. F. and W. raiiroad, 
would not produce enough income to pay the ex- 
penses of the road and pay interest on the 
bonded debt. Thatis the reason aa appealed 
to the court. They were Tiven to 
It. Just as we were réeeovering from 
the love period of mehr’ 4 after 1873, jast as 
every other great commercial an agricultural in- 
terest was getting the benefit of the returning tide 
of protperity, thie railroad Commission was put 
upcen the railroeds of Georgia, and —. were 
deprives of that benefit. Every other interest 
prospered, but the railroad com pauies of Georgia 
were throttied by minimum rates, which they 
struggied against in the court and every other 
way. Instead of the companies being benefitted 
by the act of the commission raisiug the rates, 
the very contrary is true, As I have explained to 
you, tbe rates on one Class are 25 percent. lower 
than the railroad commission decided just and 
reasonable. Ali this argument about the maguia- 
rent income of these railroads falls to the ground, 
look it your faces as non- 
eat men representing the great 
communities whosentyou here. Call over the 
nemes Of the distingnished gentiemen who rep- 
reecnut these bigh trusts: pame them one by one, 
Are they going tocome before yon and decetve 
cu’ Are they going to attempt to deceive you’ 
§ there apy reason why they should tell you ove 
thing and their stockholders another. They make 
theirown record, and it slguds as an eternal 
witness for or seainstthem. By that testimony 
they stand orfall, The senator from the 25th 
fhiks about the :nbcommittee of the senate 
teking a one-sided view of this question. That 
sib committee was appointed long after hota 
joint committees of the two bonuses had met in 
session. Yon were bere; i was here; the railroad 
commission was here, Intelligent experts 
were iovited here. Representatives 
irom thegréat railroad companies were invited 
bere to testify im referenceto these facts. They 
came bere and met face to face. The statements 
made by Mr. Wallace were controverted by the 
leading representatives of the varions ratiroaa. 
What did they say in reply to the sssertious? 
That they were buseless, utterly baseless in poiut 
of fect. Did they say that they wanted to destroy 
the railroad commission? They said: “Gentlemen 
we would rather have the railroad commission if 
it is properly acministered and fs conservativeia 
iis views, notonly upon the railroads, bat upon 
the people.’’ They said: ‘We want it. It can 
a fiord us protection.’’ I believe that the rail- 
roads would be willing to pay ail the expenses if 
a properly regulated commission, judicial in its 
character aud fatrin its investigations and deal- 
izxgs. The essertions of the gentleman from the 
twinty-filth thatthe reilroads wished to destroy 
the commission are notsustained by the facts. 
Fe tried to array the passions and prejudices of 
wen aegainst these railroad companies. He made 
an @ergument which contained in itself its refuta- 
tion, that if yeu give the rnilroad companies the 
power to regulate the rates, subject to power of 
the commission of Georgia, they would immedi- 
ately advance their ratesas in one instance he 
mentioned from sixteen cents to sixty-five. Is 
ithettbe teetimony of the railroaa gentiemen? 
Were they not perfectly conservative in their 
statements when they were asked whether there 
would baye been a reduction in the rates if the 
railroad commission had not existed? They said 
certainly, the tendency during the last five or ten 
esrs has been toa gradual reduction of rates. 
he consolidation of the great: through lines of 
the country and the competition of the 
different railroad systems forces this reduction. 
Such a reduction as that would baye been con: 
servative, and would have given the railroad mem 
time to prepare forit. So far as the inclination 
of the railroads to demand exorbitant rates is 
concerned the competition will not allow it. 
The great laws of trade that coutrol the great 
bighWuye of commerce would not allow it. In 
this case the reduction of rates would bave been 
gradual. The railroads need our support. They 
must make large expenditures. They want all 
the equipments that are necessary for the pro: 
tection of life and property. Bunt your commis- 
sion is wringine from them the last drop of blood 
thatis iett.

The judicial cannot 
interfere with the legislative function, yet 
they tell you the executive can, That is 
a most extraordinary proposition. It seems to 
me it confutes itself. 

In the original law. you declare that the legisia~ 
toreshe!! regulate the rates. We say now, after 
six yearsof experience, iu order to regulate the 
rates it is unnecessary to make rates, therefore we 
willlet the reilroads mate rate#, and, carrying 
out our constitutional funetion, we will regulate 

them in another way. How? By letting tue 
commission pass upon them ina judicial way 
alter they bave been made, when the question is 
laid before them. This is what is proposed ia tue 
amendmentof the senator from theninth. All 
this argument about the constitutioaality of that 
amendment and the substitute is fallacious, 
There is nothing init. Ii you adopt the amecad:

It is 
more elaborate than usual, and therefore 
more valuable to those who take an interest 
in each year’s history of the great southern 
Bleple. The total crop of the year amounts 
to 5,669,021 beles, egainst 5,714,052 the year 
previous, and 6,092 224 in 1882-83. The ex-

500,000 bales. This bare statement shows 
how imperative wes the requirement fora 
decreased consumption, as it would hays 
been impossible to have brought the visible 
tupply down to such figures, without at the 
seme time raising the price of the raw mate- 
rial to yery high rates. 

The aciual consumption of cotton in the 
United States and Europe Jatt year amount- 
€d to 8,659,000 bales of 400 pounds each, 
Bgeirst 6,€56,000 ten years .ago. Figures 
given by the Chronicle show that this new 
supply of cotten reprerented by the increase 
has come almost wholly from the south, The 
world demanded an increase in the supply, 
and, at the supreme moment, the south met 
the demand. 

Ten years ego the cotton production of all 
other countries amcunted to 2,509,000 bales 
of 400 pounds each. Last year their produc- 


tion amounted to but 2,000,000, showing that.

General Thomas was then the general com- 
manding the military division of the Tennessee, 
of which this section was a part. It is a peculiar 
commentary upon the spirit of hate and usurpa- 
tion that ruled in those days that even so exem- 
plary a gentleman and officer as General Thomas 
could have given his sanction to the issuance 
of the above order. I doubt if Nero, Domitian, 
Trojan, Severus, Decian, or any of the great his- 
torical persecutors of the early disciples ever gave 
their sanction to an orcer more sioversive of 
Christian and religious rights, short of an order 
ofdeath. It wasa most flagrant, uncalled for and 
arbitrary military assumption of authority over 
the internal affairs of one of the recognized 
Christian ‘churches of the country. The 
only excuse for General Thomas is excess of zeal 
for the cause of reconstruction. He was sur- 
rounded by men as advisers, who made to him 
and to the world such absurd reports as the fol- 
lowing, that appears as record: 

“Almost without an exception the ministers o! 
this church (M. E. church, south) return from the 
rebellion and make no remarks favorable to the 
policy of the government; are. silent 
and moody, look, act and talk 
they regardec the triumph of the government as 
agreat calamity; the overthrow of slavery as a 
dreadful evil, and the condition of the country 
8s gloomy in the extreme, They ought to do 
better or quit the country. Caldwell and one or 


two otbers alone have spoken as loyal men should 
speak, and General Thomas sustains them.” 


I cannot tell what the upshot of this affair was 
for I have no means at hand to trace its history, 
but I would be glad to see its denouement fully 
explained by some one who is familiar with the 
facts. It is certainly astrange and interesting 
event in church history in America. 

NOT ONLY THE CHURCHES BUT SOCIETY 

was invaded by some of the generals who were 
sentamong dur people. Itis notorious in many 
s0Cial circles of the south that when, for purposes 
of protection and conciliation, admittance was 
given to officers of the federal army, the privilege 
was abused by the introduction to select circles 
of women, under the guise of wives, whose 
characters were soon discovered to be 
scabbed all over with the leprosy of prostituti on 
As a noteworthy instance, I have a copy of a letter 
written in 1868 to the New York World, by Hon. 
Zeb Vance, now a United States senator from 
North Carolina, Itisrare reading and runs as 
follows: 

CHARLOTTE, N. C.13 Oct., 1868—Editor of the 
World: I see by the public prints that General 
Kilpatrick bas decorated me with his disapproba~ 
tlon before the people of Pennsylvania. He in- 
forms them, substantially, that he tamed me by 
capturing meand riding me two hundred miles 
On a bare back mule. Iwilldo the gentleman 
the justice to say that he knew thatit was a lie 
when he uttered it. I surrendered to General 
Schofieid, at Greensboro, N. C., on the 3d of May, 
1865, Who told me to £0 to my 


home and remain there, saying if he gotany or- 
ders to arrest me he would send there for ma. 

“Accordingly, | was arrested on the 13th of May, 
at home, by a detachment of three hundred cay- 
alry, under Major Porter, of Harrisburg, of whom 
I received nothing but kindness and courtesy. | 
came ina buggy to Salisburg, where we took the 
cars. 1 saw no mule on the trip, though I thought 
lsawanassatthe general’s headquarters. Tais 
impression has been since confirmed, 
_ “The general, no doubt, remembers among oth- 
incidents of the war the dressing up of a strumpet 
—who assisted him in putting down the rebellion 
~in the uniforn an orderly and 
introducing her into 4 respectable 
family of ladies in a certain village of North Car- 
Olina, This and other ‘feats of arms’ and strategy 
s0 creditable to the uniform he wore and the flag 
under which he seryed would, no doubt, have 
been quite as amusingas the mule: story to his 
hearers. I wonder he forgot it.

It is said that Kilpatrick was effectually killed 
off as a Grant campaign orator by the publication 
of the above letter and never after heard a mule 
‘“‘nyaw haw-er-baw er-haw!’’ witn pleasure. Io 
fact, Judson Kilpatrick was a very fresh ‘military 
man’’ from West Point when the war began, and 
his career was as brief as it was brilliant and 
debauched, 

THE NEGRO AS A REBEL, 

We hear a great deal and read a great deal, espe- 
cially from John Sherman and in the government 
pension reports, about the services of the negroon 
the federal side in the late war. We have ceased 
to hear, perhaps to know, anything about the 
negro’s services to the south in that conflict. Oi 
course, the fidelity of the plantation servants and 
the loyalty of the body-servants of officers in the 
confederate army are sometimes mentioned by 
way ofillustration. Butthere were many oltler 
ways in which some of the megroes aided the 
cause, besides being patient and faithful. 
Some of them were PS loyal to 
the south assome have since been to the people 
and democratic party of the people of the south. 
Let me give you a few instances: 

I found in an early war issue ofthe Richmond 
Whig the following paragraph: 

“A negro man, who accompanied one of the 
South Carolina regiments tothis city wears a 
sword with whicb, be says, he intends to cut off a 
lock of ola Abe Lincoln’s hair for a lady in!South 
Carolina, Hemadeasolemn pledge to perform 
this tonsorial operation and will fulfill it if he 
gets a chance.”’ 

The poor devil never got his chance. 

HE GAVE MONEY, 

In an old copy of the Memphis Avalanche ap-

A GEORGIA DARKEY DID THE SAME. 

And in acopy of the Augusta Chronicle and 
Sentinel, of the early war period, is this: 

“A nut is herewith offered for the nortaern 
abolitionists to crack. A colored man of this ctty 

esterday sent a note to Captain Blodgett, enclos~ 
ng a liberal sum of money, which he says is 
‘from a man of color, a friend of the south, and 
ever expects tobe.’ He hoped that the recipients 
would remember that the prayers of the people 
would follow them.” 
ONE WHO ‘‘FIT.”’ 

The Memphis Argus, shortly after the battle of 
Belmont, across the river {from Columbus. Ky., 
related the following: 

“Our esteemed citizen, Lem Farrep, of this 
county, bad a son in the fight at Columbus, who 
was probably the first tomeet his death. His ser- 
vant was with the company, andin the progress 
of the battle missed his master. Looking for him 
he found him coldin death. The faithful slave 
took his young master’s musket and cartridge 
box, fell into the ranks and fought all day with 
unflinching gallantry, dealing death to many®s& 
Lincolnite.”’ 

“THE RUNAWAY NIGGER,” 
advertised with the old familiar cut of the darky 
on a quick trot witha small bundle on the end of 
his stick, did not appeat in the newspapers to any 
great frequency during the early years of the war, 
but Jater, when the federals found lodgments on 
the coastsand began totpress down from ftne 
Tennessee, the number of gunaways became al- 
most innumerable and the demand for runaway 
cuts inthe newspaper offices. far exceeded the 
supply.

CROWNED WIIfH SUCCESS. 


The Athens Delegation Returning Home 
in Jubilant Spirits. 

Among the guests of the Kimball yesterday 
were W. B. Thomas, W. L. Wood, J. H. Dor- 
sey, A. Coleman, T. L. Gantt, Tinsley W. 
Rucker, C. G. Talmage, W. D. O’Farrell, E. 
R. Hodgson, C. W. Baldwin, J. W. Orr, J. V. 
Murray, and John Weer, of Athens. 

This delegation was on its return home from 
Columbus,where these gentlemen have been‘to 
attend a meeting of the directors of the Geor- 
gia Midland and Gulf railroad. They were 
in fine spirits over the result of their visit to 
Columbus, 

Said oneof the delegation: ‘‘The building of 
this road will be of great benefit to Athens. 
It opens up a wide section of country that we 
have been trying to get into for a long time.” 

“By what plan will the line from Athens to 
Medison be built, inquired Tuz Congsritv- 
TION?” 

‘“Inthis way. The Richmond and Dan- 
ville railroad, when it got possession of the 
Northeastern railroad, obligated itself to ex- 
tend the line to Rabun Gap, While the com- 
pany has neverftried to get outof its con- 
tract, the officials of the road at various times 
have indicated a desire to be released from 
its contract; and instead would build a line 
to Social Circle or Madison, on the 
Georgia railroad, and then in time extend the 
line to some point beyond. Thecity council 
of Athens some time ago agreed to the 
proposed change, which action was 
indorsed by the merchants of tho 
city. Before anything was done an injunc- 
tion was served upon the city council to pre- 
vent the change, and the injunction still 
stands. Itis well understood that the injunc- 
tion was gotten out in the interest of the 
Georgia railroad and the Central railroad 
system. The popular feeling in Athens, ia in 
favor of the Georgia Midland and Gulfrailroad, 
as the building of that line would be of more 
benefit to Athens than the extension of the 
Northeastern. The work of construction will 
be commenced as soon as 

ossible. Our people too strongly realize the 

enefits that Athens will derive from the 
building of the Georgia Midland 
and Gulf railroad to remain idle, and 
the Richmoud and Danville company is equal- 
ly as anxious as we are to see dirt broken. I 
can’t say exactly how the injunction will be 
dieposed of, but’you can put it down—the 
road will be built.”

Encouraging Prospects Keported by the 
Commissioner of Agricuitare 

J.T.Henderson, commissioner of agriculture, 
bas issued his crop report for September, from 
which the following extract is taken: 

Corton.—The condition of the cotton crop 
is - rted four points below that of last 
month. Thedamages from the caterpillar 
and from rust haye been very great in many 
parts of southern ‘and middle Georgia. The 
rains generally have been abundant, but ir- 
regular, and in some places excessive, vary- 
ing at different stations irom four to fourteen 
inches; yet in many places the season follow- 
ing the middle of the month has been quite 
dry and hot, causing the shedding ef young 
fruit, and favoring the development of rust. 

The congition and prospect compared to an 
average in north Goorgia is 102: in middle 
Georgia, 93;in southwest Georgia, 95; in east 
Georgia, 88:in southeast Georgia, 88. The 
average tor the whole state, 93. This is four 
points below the reported condition ou the 
first of August. 

The damage tothecaop from the cater- 
pillar in north Georgia is  report- 
ed 0.6. per cent; in middle Georgio, 2 per cent; 
in southwest Georgia, 8 percent; and in east 
Georgia, 18 per cent. No damage from this 
cause is reported from southeast Georgia. 

Corn.—There is a slight increasein the es- 

timate of prospective yield over the reports 
of last month in the average 
for the whole state. In north and 
middle Georgia there is no change in the pros- 
pect, the former reporting 110, and the latter 
105, while there is an improvement from 92 to 
97 in southwest Georgia, and from 96 to 99 in 
east Georgia, and a reduction from 102 to 97 in 
southeast Georgia. The average for the stat 
18 102. 
MisceLLaNngous crors.—Rice.—One county 
in north Georgia reports the condition and 
srospect of the crop 100; six counties of mid- 
ble Georgia report 95; thirteen counties in 
southeast Georgia report /4; and seven coun- 
ties in erst Goorgia report 95. In southeast 
Georgia, where the bulk of the crop is grown, 
it is reported 98. The average for the state, 
omitting north Georgia, is 95. 

Sugar Canz.—The condition and prospect 
in middle and southeast Georgia is 99; in 
southwest Georgia, 97: in east Georgia, 95; 
end the average for the state, ‘7. 

Sweet Potators.—The condition and pros- 
pect in north Georgia is 102; in middle Geor- 
gia, 99;in southwest Georgia, 97; in east 
Georgia, 88; in southeast Georgia, V9; and in 
the whole state, 97. 

Inisu Potators.—The yield in north Geor- 
gia, 100; in middle Georgia, 98; fin southwest 
Georgie, 97; ijn east Georgia, 93; in south- 
east Georgia, 100; and the average for the 
state, 08. 

Srocx Hocs.—The number of stock hogs 
compared to Jast year in north Georgia, 
105; in middle Georgia, 94; 10 southern Geor- 
gia, 8; in east Georgie, (55; in 
southeast Georgia, 72, and the average for the 
state, 59. : 

The average condition ss to size and weight 
in north Georgia is 120; in middle Georgia, 97 ;

A Man Dies at His Ralf Brother's Home and 
an Inquest is Held, 

Ben Deselcamp, a young German died under 
rather peculiar circumstances Saturday night, at 
128 Houston street, and Coroner Haynes held an 
inquest yesterday, 

At the inquest a deplorable state of affairs was 
made public, 

Dezelcamp left his home in Germany about 


nine months ego, and came direct to Atlant 
where he has lived for eight months with a hal 
brother, named TheodoreEning, Deselcamp was 
a baker.and worked at his trade with Ening until 
two or three weeks ago, when 


HE WAS TAKEN SICK. -.. 
His half brother and his half brother's wife aii 


not attach much importance to his illness aud no 
call was made for aphysician. Deseleamp con 


tinued to grow worse eyed until the early 
part ofthe past week when he was so sick that he 


.was unable to care for himself From that time 


up to Saturday night he received no care or atten- 
tion. It sppeere that Ening and his wife did not 
believe that Deselcamp was;much sick and nez- 
lected a him any attention. One day about 
the middie of last week when he was 
80 WEAK THAT HE COULD SCARCELY WALK 
he left his room and crawled to the welliora 
drink of water. Some one residing near the 
Ening house saw Deselcamp as he was crawling 
to the well, and by prying around, ascertained 
that he was sick. The matter was quickly 
reported to Detective Mercer, who 
made it convenient to call at the 
place. The detective found the man quite sick 
and from his lips heard that he was not being 
cared for by his relatives. It was apoarent to De- 
tective Mercer thatthe man was really sick. He 
then notified Fning that he must take care o/ the 
sick man of that 
HE WOULD GRT INTO TROUBLE, 

Fning expressed great surprise when told that 
his uali brother was truly sickand promised to 
give him every attention. Detective Mercer 
then sent a ward physician to see the sick man. 
This was on Friday afternoon and it was too late 
to a any good, for the man 
died Saturday night about twelve o'clock. When 
Detective Mercer heard yesterday morning of Des- 
elcamp’s death, he laid the information iu his pos- 
session before Coroner Haynes and suggested an 
inquest. The coroner decided that 

AN INQUEST WAS EMINENTLY PROPER 
under the circumstances, and caused a jury to be 
organized. The evidence adduced failed to make 
the case as 8ggravated as it bad been reported. It 
showed, however, that Deselcamp had not been 
nursed and that his wants had 
not been supplied during his illness as they 
should have been. The family stated that they 
had not considered the man sick, Thejury after 
hearing the evidence discussed the propriety o! 
returning a verdict of 
DEATH FROM CRIMINAL NEGLIGENCE, 

but fifially declined to do so because of what the 
members called ignorance on the part of Ening 
and his wife. Dr. Boring stated tothe jury that 
Deselcamp died of gastric fever, but that his 
death would not in all probability have occurred 
had he received the proper care and attention. 
ane jury returned a verdict of death from gastric 
ever, y 

Persons residing near the Enitng home assert 
that Deselcamp slept on the back varanda in the 
open air while he was sick. The family admitted 
that he did sleepon the varandaone night, bit 
say he did #0 because they could not persuade 
him to come into the house. 

Deselcamp’s remains will be interred in West- 
view cemetery today.

SHERMAN ON GRANT. 


A Common Sense Analysis of the Dead Sol- 
dier’s Military Character. 

General Sherman in his address on Genera! 
Grant, et the reunion ofthe army of the Ten- 
nessee, concluded by saying: 

General Grant knew little and cared less about 
“strategy.”? Bo with ‘“‘tactics’’ he never—so far 
aslcan recall—exprersed a preference for Har- 
aee over Scott, Casey or Morris Still, he loved to 
see order and system, and wanted his 
corp, divisions, brigades and frecgiments 
handy and well constructed when calledivr. He 
aimed to achieve results, caring little for the 
manner by which they were accomplished. He 
possessed ard always asserted the most perfect 
faithin the justice of our cause, and always 
claimed that, sooner or later, it must prevail, be- 
couse the interest of all mankind demanded the 
existence of just such a republic as we had inher- 
ited. He believed in deeds, not words, in 
a war OoOl saree not of maneuver, 
end from elmamt to Appomattox his 
strategy and tactics were the same, ever straight 
to the mark tillall armed resistance had ceased, 
and absolute submission to lawful authority was 
promised, Fortunate it was for us, and forall 
mankind,‘that two such menas Lincoln and 
Grant were on duty during the critical year 150:, 
eech the full compiement to the other, the one to 
think, the other to do, forming the solid arch in 
which our glorious union could safely repose 
in the then earthquake of passion and 
folly. I wili not yield tothe temptation to trace 
the wonderful career of our comrade through his 
later life, which in its phases surpasses any of 
which history, ancient or modern. recorded. 
Surely Pluiarch gives no parallel. To compare 
Grant with Alexander, Hannibal, Cwiar, Napo 
leon or Wellington seems to me folly. 
for he was not simflar to any one oi 
them aby more than the period of time in 
which they existed réeembled ours. Each epoch 
cres tes itsown agents,and General Grant more 
nearly impersonated the American character 
of 1861-5 than _ other living man. Therefore 
be will stand as the typical hero of the great civil 
war in America of the 19th coorery. 

General Sherman described the funeral of Gen- 
eral Grant and the cheracter of his final resting 
place. Speaking of the fitness of the latter, he 
concluded as follows: Each city, town, or evea 
bsmiet, may have whatever monument they are 
willing to erect. but it seems to me bettter 
all should unite and build a strong, 
solid, simple monument, character- 
istic of the man over his grave on the banks of the 
Hudson, and then, like Shakespeare, inscribe on 
it: “Good friend, for Jesus’ sake, forbeare to digg 
the dust encleasved heare. Blest be ye man yt 
spares thes stonesand curst be he yt moves my 
bopes."’

Dr, A.J, Battle Preaches an Bxcellent Sermon atthe 
First Beptist—Dr. H.H, Parks at Trinity—Dr, 
Eddy at the Congregational—Large Con- 
gregations at ell the Churches. 


First Baptist Church. 


Dr. A. J. Battle, the accomplished end 
echolarly abe eigen of Mercer university, 
chermed a large congregation with a chaste 
and beautiful sermon on the eubject: “The 
Christian’s Love for an Unseen Savior.” 

Said the doctor: In a conversation with Mar- 
shel Bertrand at St. Helena, the great N apo- 
leon said: ‘Can you tell me who Jesus Christ 
was?” Receiving no reply, he continued, “T] 
will tellj you. Alexander, Cwsar, Charle- 
megne and myself have founded great em- 
pires, but upon what did these creations of 
our genius depend? Upon force. Jesus 
alone fonnded his empire upon love, 
end to this very day millions would 
cie for him. * * When I sew men and 
spoke with them I lighted up the flames of 
self-evotion in their hearts, but Christ alone 
has succeeded in so raising the mind of man 
towards the unseen, that it becomes insensible 
tothe barriers of time and space. After a 
lapse of 1,500 years Jesus Christ makes a de- 
mend, which is, beyond all others, difficult to 
satisfy, He esks for the human heart. He 
will have it entirely to himself. In defiance 
of time and space, the soul of man, with all its 
powers and faculties, becomes an annexation 
to the empire of Christ. * * This it is; 
which proves to me quite convincingly the 
divinity of Jesus Christ.” 

Here is the testimony of one, than whom 
none ever higher fas = =6in the 
Senate of earth’s § intellectual nobles. 
His personel megnetism intensified 
the influence which his commanding abilities 
gave bim over man, so that {ew were as com- 
petent as he to judge in matters of this kind. 
in the solitude of a retreat, eminently fitted 
fcr a calmer review of his own career, and for 
& dispessionate estimate of others, this great 
leader confesses that the love of Christians for 
their Saviour is supernatural; that it is alto- 
gether beyond the power of man to inspire; 
that it ie convincing proof of the divinity of 
Jesus. 

Tbe inspired apostle affirms that Christ -is 
the object of the affectionate homage of ba- 
lievers. And this is one of the grand truths 
of Christianity; Christian love their invisible 
Favior.

From 
the delirium of eerth-born passionit differs 
by celestial diameters. This affection ia not 
awakened by magnetic fascination. It is not 
mere admiration or respect, nor gratitude nor 
confidence; butall these emotions together, 
transfused by an intenser feeling. It is un- 
like eny merely humen love, in that itis rot 
of the earth earthy. And yet itis like al) 
human jove, in that itis a feeling of the heart. 
It islove. Itisdivinely inspired, yet one- 
rates in harmony withthe human constitu- 
tion. ltisa human feeling drawn out by di- 
vine power. 

What ere the peculiar propertiesin Christ 
that ewakens such undying attachment? 

W herein differs the Gallilean from the Corsi- 
can? How does he who founded a permanent 
empire over men differ from the founder of a 
brillient but temporary empire over a por- 
tion ofthe race? Why is it that though we 
see Christ not we love him with deep, intenge, 
unextinguishable devotion? 

First, He alone of all beings satisfies 
the deepest craving ofthe soul. No earthly 
thing can satisfy it. Itseeks as the object of 
its ppreme devotion the absolutely perfect.

Human love may be strong like 
that of Jozephine for Napoleon, or like that of 
his followers for the emperor, yet it is ever sub- 
ject to the shocks offdiscovered imperfectione, 
This seneitiveness of human love to the im- 
perfectionse of ite object reveals the greatness 
of the cou! and its aspirations to the infinite. 
It sighs atter God, yet divinity is too high and 
too glorious for the soul to lift itself to the 
sublime attitudes where Deity dwells. But 
while our poor humanity cannot reach the 
plane of Deity, God stoops down to meet our 
infirmities, and in Christ, in theform of per- 
fect, umblemished, sinless humanity, he be- 
comes each man’s brother and friend. Oh! 
the transcefident perfection of this friend and 
brother. Men ot all creeds and no creeds, 
believers, infidels and skeptics have rendered 

lowing tributes to the man, Christ Jesus. 

Iere. is anobjectto admire with enthu- 
sigem, to reverence profoundly, 
to trust unreservedly. This is one key to 
the incomparable love of the Christian to his 
Bavior. 

Another source of Christ’s power over hu- 
man hearts, is his own disinterested love for 
men. Seys the abostle, ‘‘we love him because 
he first loved us.’’ Love begets love. Not 
more surely does the magnet arouse its kin- 
dred force in the stee] than does the tender 
glance, the loving word or the simplest token 
of affection awaken a responsive aflection in 
the loved object. ine 

The secret of personal magnetism is a ten- 
der, sympathetic, glowing heart, Here is the 
roul of eloquence. 

If love begets love, what must be the effect 
upon a# true heart, when it is assured of the 
love of Him, who is incomparable in excel. 
lence, the chieftest among ten thousand and 
altogether lovely. 

Christ has given in his life and death the 
sublimest and most overpowering exhibition 
of his love for men. There never was conde- 
ecention like that of him who was rich, yet 

for ovr sakes, became poor. Never humilia- 
tion like thet of him, who was “in the form 
of God and thought it no robbery to be equal 
with God, yct made himself of no reputation,” 
for our sakes. Never was there suffering like 
that ofthe “men of sorrows.’’ Never was 
there anguish of spirit like that which bowed 
down hissoul in Gethsemane; never agony 
like that heendured on Calvary. The be- 
liever can only eay: 
“Here Lord,I give myself away, 
‘Tis all that 1 can do.” 

The perpetuity of this love is in part due to 
the fact that Christ is always with his people 
by the Holly Spirit in their hearts. | 

Napoleon claimed justly that while present 
with his troops he could lead multitudes to die 
forhim. Would not the consciousness thet 
their adored commander wae ever present, 
theugh invisible, have inspired undying de- 
yotion in their hearts?

You will pardon me if I call your 
attention toa few thoughts embodied in @ 
diecourse I recently presented to you on the 
text: “Thy gentleness hath made me great.” 

They are a necessary preliminary to my 
remarks at this time, Weshould hardly ap- 
ply the word gentle to a person utterly rude, 
uncultured and ignoble; neither do we em- 
ploy the words as exactly synonymous with 
mildness, harmlessness or even kindness, for 
it suggests the notion of a higher intelligence 
of larger and richer qualificetions than 
those terms indicate. The word gentleness 
suggests the notion of self- restrained force, of 
conscious power holding itself back from all 
injurious or unseemly violence. Courage qual- 
ified by prudence and principle, becomes 
enterprise. Anger held in check by con- 
science and humenity becomesa noble zeal 
against falsehood and injustice. Thus, too, a 
natural indignation egainsta malicious ene- 
my when restrained by Christ-like love and 
pity, becomes meekness. The much abuséd 
though once grandold nameof gentleman, 
always, when properly used, carries with it
